(d) Where a local municipality has more than 7,500 mun- 
icipal electors, the reeve and the deputy reeve shall 
be members of the council and each shall have two 


votes.

Lion’s Club Sold 


The Lions Club Hall on 
Deseronto's Main Street has 
been sold; the announcement 
was made by Mr. Gerald Lott, 
publicity secretary for the club 
on Tuesday. 

The negotiations for the 
sale of the building have been 
going or for some time. The 
Deseronto Oddfellows showed 
considerable interest in acquir- 
ing the building and made 2n- 
quiries as tothe cost. Mr. 
Hugo Newman stated that orig- 
inally the Lions Club said that 
they wanted $5,000 for the 
building. After an initial offer 
of $4,000 by the Oddfellows, 
the Lions told them that the sale 
price was $7,500. 

On Saturday Feb. 10th 
the Oddfellows signed an offer 
of purchase, with the price set 
at $7,500. The offer was re- 
ported to be a rather complex 
document, allowing for the use 
of the building free of charge, 
by the senior citizens, and 
such organisations as the Cath- 
olic Church, with the intention 
of retaining the hall as a com- 
munity centre. 

The Lions held an execu- 
tive meeting to discuss the sale 
of the building on Monday 
evening. At that time another 
offer was brought forward. The 
price offered was $800 higher 
than the Oddfellows offer, with 
no clauses included to cover 
the social use of the hall; after 
discussion the Lions decided to 
accept the higher offer. 

Mr. Lott said that although 
he personally regretted the fact 
that the Oddfellows did not get 
the building, at this time the 
Lions Club is rather short of 
money because of the cost of 
the new Medical Centre and 
$800 is “a fair sum." The new' 
owner is Mr. Moley Randall. 

It is not known to what use he 
intends to put the building. 

The Lions Club are now sell- 
ing draw tickets, the proceeds 
to go towards the cost of the 
Medical Centre. Work on the 
centre has resumed after being 
held up for a few days because 
of cold weather. 


School Advisory Committee 


Police Chief Carl Beattie 
attended the Advisory Commit- 
tee Meeting at Deseronto Pub- 
lic School on Wednesday Feb. 
7th, in place of Constable 
Norman Clarke who had beer» 
called to attend court in Bell- 
eville. 

He commented that the 
safety program started in the 
fall had "fallen by the wayside" 
temporarily but would be insti- 
tuted again once the new shift 
for the police had been in use 
a little longer and the police- 
men were more accustomed to 
it. Chief Beattie felt there 
was considerable improvement 
in the number of children using 
the sidewalks and would be 
even more if all the adults 
used the sidewalks rather than 
walking on the road. He comp- 
limented the town men for their 
efforts in keeping sidewalks 
clear on the main routes to the 

school and this feeling was share 
generally by everyone. Other 


Deseronto 
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safety measures which could be 
used were discussed at length, 
pertaining not only to the use 
of sidewalks but to crossing the 
highway. Police Chief Beattie 
stated that the number of com- 
plaints concerning the behaviour 
of children on the way to and 
from school was less thon 4 of 
what it had been previously. 
He felt the "school is the hub 
of the community" and the gen- 
eral improvement of discipline 
in the school was carrying out 
into the community. 

Other topics covered at this 
meeting were the same as those 
discussed at the informal meeting 
held in the absence of Mr. Cam- 
elford last week. The committee 
were provided with copies of an 
"Overview of the Math Curric- 
ulum for the Quinte A.S.G." 
which was discussed at length. 
Many of those present felt that 
a course for adults in the New 
Math would be most beneficial.

An executive member of 
the Ontario Federation of Agr- 
iculture, Mrs. Roland Stalker, 
a Bath farmer, said that people 
must be made aware of the pri- 
ces paid to farmers for their 
produce. Mrs. Stalker said 
that increasing input costs neu- 
tralize any price increase as 
far as the farmer is concerned. 

The average earnings for 
an Ontario beef farmer last 
year was $4,861. Between 
1961 and 1966 one Ontario 
farmer went out of business 
every 3.8 hours. This increas~ 
ed to one every 2.8 hours be- 
tween 1966 and 1971.

To prepare broccoli, re- 
move leaves, cut off tough 
parts of the stalk, and plunge 
the vegetable up and down in 
cold water for a few minutes 
(to remove any sand). If the 
stalks are thick, split them 
lengthwise to the buds. This 
reduces the cooking time for 
the stalks, solving the problem 
of overcooked broccoli buds. 
Let broccoli stand straight up 
during cooking. Drop it, stalk 
first, into rapidly boiling water. 
By doing so, the stalks cook 
while the tender buds are only 
steamed and not overcooked. 

As with all vegetables, 
cook broccoli in boiling water, 
with the lid off. Cook until 
just tender and serve promptly. 
Properly cooked broccoli has 
an attractive, bright green co- 
lor and pleasant flavor. 

Many seasonings and fla- 
vors are compatible with broc- 
coli: among these are crisp 
bacon, thinly sliced ham or 
chicken, curry powder, nut- 
meg and pimento. Should you 
prefer broccoli "en sauce", 
try hollandaise, cheese, lemon 
butter or well-seasoned cream 
sauce.

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_ Rabies Reported 


A tacal cose of rabies was 
reported last week in the Elm- 
brook oreo. Mr. Gary Henne- 
ssey shot o skunk which was 
acting strangely and took it in 
to be tested. 

The animal was tested by 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources and was found to have 
rabies. The disease attacks the 
nervous system of animals, and 
sections of the brain tissue ore 
used in diagnosis. It is import- 
ant that the brain is undamaged, 
so if an animal is shot because 
rabies is suspected, it should 
not be shot through the head. 

If an unvaccinated dog is 
suspected of having the disease 
it should be quarantined and 
kept under observation for 14 
days.

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A Policeman’s Lot 


How can three men, each 
working a forty hour week eff- 
ectively do a job that requires 
24 hour coverage, seven days 
oa week, a total of 168 man 
hours? 

This is the problem confront- 
ing the Deseronto police force, 
who have come under fire re- 
cently from certain residents 
of the town because the police 
office is not always open, and 
because it is sometimes diffi- 
cult to contact the officer on 
duty . 

Police Chief Carl Beattie 
made it very clear that no de- 
mands are being made, but he 
feels that some members of the 
public do not fully understand 
the work schedule of the three 
man force. The work schedules 
are arranged so that each man 
has the two days off each week 
to which he is entitled, and 
during those two days he is not 
available. The remaining two 
officers work twelve hour shifts, 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. and 
from 7 p.m. to 7.a.m. in order 
to give 24 hour police coverage 
to the town. Eight of the twe- 
Ive hours are spent in active 
duty and for the remaining four 
hours the officer is on call by 
telephone. 

During the eight hours that 
each man is on active duty he 
must patrol the town, attend 
to the office, enforce the 
statutes and by-laws and invest- 
igate complaints. It is perfectly 
understandable that under these 
circumstances there are times 
when no one is in the police 


office. Police chief Beattie 
explained that one impaired 
driver costs approximately four 
man hours by the time he has 
been taken to Belleville for 
breathalyser tests, charged and 
has appeared in court. An 
accident investigation takes 

at least one hour. 

During his four hours on call 
he may be expected to go out 
several times. In addition to 
the twelve hours duty, the off- 
icer on the alternate shift acts 
as a back up for the man on 
duty. Lost weekend, for ex- 
ample, the back up man was 
called out five times to help 
with situations requiring two 
policemen and to attend to calls 
when the officer on duty was 
elsewhere. 

Carl Beattie pointed out 
that in order to give complete 
round the clock protection to 
the town, at least 5 officers 
would be required. 
the office would be empty most 
of the time. If the office is to 
stay open from 9 to 5 a civilian 
is needed to attend to matters 
such as dog tags and to take 
incoming calls. All of this 
would cost the Deseronto tox

payer additional money. 

The town residents are asked 
to remember when the office is 
closed that each officer is on 
duty 60 hours per week, and is 
expected to forfeit time on his 
days off if he has to appear in 
court, and to either show a lit- 
tle understanding or to dip into 
their pockets and employ more 
men.

Mr. Frank Allan of Deser- | 
onto has submitted a certificate | 
from the Health Unit to show | 
that a bacteriological examin- 
ation of his tap water proved 
that the bacterial count of his 
tap water tested Feb. 1 was 
0-0. 

Many people seem confused 
about the meaning of these 
counts. Samples of water are 
collected and spread over a 
culture plate which will allow 
any bacteria present in the 
water to grow. The plates are 
incubated at body temperature 
for a fixed length of time and 
the bacterial colonies present 
on the plate are then counted. 

The health authorities are 
concerned mainly with bacteria

that cause intestitinal infect- 
ions in humans. There are the 
coliform bacteria. Like all 
other infectious bacteria they 
grow and multiply in warm 
conditions. Therefore high 
bacterial levels occur in the 
summer time, winter samples 
can be expected to show low 
levels.

Title: Chisels for Carving 
Personalities. . Part 4 


In today's message | am 
dealing with the third chisel 
which is called the Chisel of 
Trial. It is called tribulation 
in the Scriptures, but it means 
trial. "We glory in Tribulation" 
- This speaks of our victory. 
Amongst the beautiful things 
that trial fashions is the person- 
ality in developing patience, ex 
perience, and hope. Several 
years ago, parents used to name 

_ their girls after these graces. 
There was Patience in one fam- 
ily; Hope in another; and Exper- 
ience in another. Sometimes 
there would be two or three in 
the same family. This wos be- 
cause they thought so much of 
these qualities. The Chisel of 
Trial carves all these on the 
personality and makes it so very 
beautiful. The use of this chisel 
is often very painful, and may 
seem even unnecessary; but the 
Great Sculptor knows when and 
how to use it. Nobody wants 
ony trials, but they come any- 
way. Then too, even the model 
of Jesus Christ was made perfect 
through suffering; and His foll- 
owers may expect the same. 
When you read this portion of 
Scripture you will find that Paul 
sees a trial or problem as some- 
thing that he can use, and not 
something that lays him low. 
You see a trial or problem gives 
you the opportunity to be patient 
which develops the strength of 
personality. For the Christian 
every trial can be a useful ex- 
perience to build his faith, con- 
fidence, hope - if he faces it 
by relying on the Holy Spirit.

When you go to a movie, you 
grieve immeasurably that Holy 
One who dwells within you. 

For the most part, most movies 
deal principally in sex, crime, 
and impure love themes. In fact 
movies generally encourage crime 
endorse sin and teach lust. In 
coming to a conclusion to your 
questions, | will say that the 
Christian who attends the dance 
and the show fells very little of 
the comfort of the Holy Spirit.

Text: Romans 5:1-11 
Title: Chisels for Carving 
Personalities Part 5 


Today, we come to the fourth 
chisel that is used for carving 
one's personality. This is the 
Chisel of Love. The Bible states 
“The love of God is shed abroad 
in our hearts by the Holy Spirit." 
Love is the chisel ond love is the 
choracter of personality that is 
chiseled. This love chisel is o 
very peculiar and effective in- 
strument. There are several kinds 
of it: One is as the love of God 

‘in the giving of His Son. The 
second is the love of Christ in 
dying on the cross for all man- 
kind. And the third is the love 
of one person for another. The 
Holy Spirit knows how and when 
to use each. In one of Paul's 
letters he speaks of the result 
of the Holy Spirit's work under 
onother figure, namely that of 
a fruit of growth. He puts love 
ot the very first of these nine 
fruits of the Spirit. Love is quite 
different from trial as a chisel/ 
for love usually does its work so 
gently and tenderly that one 
scarcely knows that it is chiseling 
away part of one's very nature 
and life. This is the last chisel 
used, and it too, like the other 
chisels used, leaves a personality | 
that is very beautiful and love- 
able. It is said that God comm- 
endeth His love which means 
that He causes it to stand forth 
and shine forth before the eyes 
of all. This love, as seen in 
the sacrifice of Christ is the very 
highest in quality and the very 
greatest in quantity. It stands 
alone in its redeeming and for- 
giving power. The action of this 
love chisel is very effective. It 
helps others to see the glory of 
Jesus Christ in the lives of those 
who dedicate their lives to Him. 
The love chisel is beyond human 
comprehension, but we know 
that it means to have a life like 
that of Christ; to be growing more 
and more into the fullness of His 

Personality; to have the Spiritual 
power of Christ; to come at last 
into the Heavenly Glory in Christ;
